Poonty sad lawn Conventions will be 
•greed upon, end reoomaiended to be 
placed upon the ticket to be supported 
by the Republicans at the ward prims, 
rise on Tuesday, leptsmbsr 16.

It Is known that several of the Newark 
members of tbe Assembly delegation 
from Essex oounty favor a modification 
of the new liquor law, particularly that 
provision which doses from midnight 
Saturday to midnight Sunday all places 
where alcoholic drinks are eold. In all 
probability the matter will oome up for 
discussion before the delegation within 
a short time. It Is not likely that a ma¬ 
jority can be brought to favor a public 
pronouncement lu behalf of a more 
liberal Sunday law, but It la possible 
that if the question oomea up the dele¬ 
gation will hear some frank talk from 
one or more of Its members.
